He was rep o rt­ 
ed in Rome last fall, attem p tin g to 
induce Italy to join the allies. 
Count W itte wuis born in Tiflis. in 
June, 1849. A fter g raduating from 
the University of Odessa he began 
his career as a clerk in a railway 
freight office.

Fish hatchery ponds which are to 
be located in Copeland park as part 
of the extension of the activities of 
the La Crosse Fish Hatching station 
will he things of beauty as well as a 
means of propagating millions of fish 
fry. They will be built in the nature 
of sparkling 
fountains, if present 
plans are adopted, and will be locat­ 
ed In the north end of the park as 
one of the sights of I.*a Crosse. 
J. H. Forrer, superintendent 
of 
parks is making the plans in co-op­ 
eration w'ith the Bureau of Fisher­ 
ies at Washington. 
According to 
these, the present building of 
the 
hatcheries station will be removed 
to the east fifty feet 
and to 
the 
south twenty-five feet to allow the 
park commissioner to beautify 
the 
section surrounding the structure by 
planting foliage. 
Esch (lets Announcement 
Assurances that the ponds would 
be built here were received by Con­ 
gressman John J. Esch at the close 
of the last congress. 
The building 
of the ponds is a part of an experi­ 
mental propaganda 
of the federal 
fisheries bureau.
